j relations between this Government and the 
States, soctiou or peopla now engaged in 


j conflict with it.

This suggestion, though deliberately con- 


^idered, was, nevertheless, regarded by the 
' President as one of armistice or truce, and 


he announced that we can agree to no ces- 
sation or suspension of hostilities, except on 
the basis of the riiabaodrnent of the insur- 
gent forces and the restoration of the Na- 


I tiona! authority throughout all the States 
in the Union. 
Collaterally, and in subordi- 


nation to the proposition which was thus 
aunouncad, the anti-slavery policy of the 
United States was reviewed in all its bear- 
ings, and the President announced that he 
must not be expected to depart from the 
positions he had heretofore assumed in his 
Proclamation of Emancipation and other 
documents, as these positions were reitera- 
ted in his annual Message. 


It was further declared by the President 


that the complete restoration of the Nation- 
al authority everywhere was an indispeosa- 


i ble condition of any assent on our part to 
i whatever form of peace might be proposed. 
i The President assured the other party that 


j while he must adhere to these positions, be 
should be prepared, go far as power is lodg 
ed with the Executive, to exercise liberal;

majority a joint resolution submitting to th

.soon be accepted by three-fourths of the 
States, so as to become u part of the Na- 
tional organic law.

The conference came to an end, by mu 


tual acquiescence, without producing an 
agreement of views upon the several matter;

Alexander H. Stephens, the Hon. R. M. 
T. Hunter and Hon. John A. Campbell to 
proceed through our lines and to hold a 
conference with Mr. Lincoln or such per- 
sons as he might depute to represent him. 
I herewith submit, for the information of 
Congress, the report of the eminent citizens 
above named, showing that the enemy re- 
fused to enter into negotiations with tba 
Confederate States, or any one of them sep- 
arately j or to give to our people any other 
terms or guarantees than those which a 
conqueror may grant; or to permit us to 
hava peace on any other basis than our 
unconditional submission to their rule, 
coupled with the acceptance of their recent 
legislation, including an amendment to the 
Coustitution for the emancipation of all 
negro slaves, and with the right, on the 
part of the Federal Congress, to legislate 
on the subject of the relations between the 
white and black population of such States. 
Such is, as I understand, the effect of tho 
amendment to the Coustitution which has 
been adopted by the Congress of the Uni- 
ted States.

A FRIGHTFUL CALAMITY! 


Two Thousand Barrels of Coal-oil Burned. 


ABOUT FIFTY DWELLINGS DESTKOYED ! 


People Roasted Alive iu the Sts. 


[From the Philadelphia Bulletin of "VTcdaesday 


Eveiiiug, February 8th.] 


The most terrible conflagration that has 


occurred in Philadelphia since the great 
fire of July, 1850, took place this morning. 
Before proceeding to narrate the horrors of 
the calamity, we will describe the locality 
where the dread tragedy was enacted. 


Ninth street, below Washington, is lined 


principally with three story brick dwellings, 
which are occupied mainly by respectable 
families of limited means, the houses icnt- 
ing, we should judge, for from two hundred 
to two hundred and fifty dollars a year.— 
The first street below Washington street is 
Ellsworth, and the next is Federal, both of 
which streets had, in that vicinity, about 
ths same class of dwellings upon them as 
those upon Ninth street. 
On the South- 


west corner of Ninth and Washington 
streets there is a coal yard 
bulontjiu" to 


Messrs. Daily and Porter; aud immediately 
west of this, upon Washington street, was 
an open lot, upon which Blackburn & Co., 
had between 2,000 and 3,000 barrels of 
coal oil stored, on account of various own- 
ers. 


This morning, at about hnlf past two 


o'clock, a Sre broke out among the oil, and 
tbe flames spread through thu greater part 
of it with almost as much rapidity as though 
it had been gunpowder. 
About two tliou- , 


sand barrels of the inflammable material i 
were soon ablaze, and sending up into the j 
sky a huge column of flame. The families 
in the neighborhood sprang from their beds I 
and without stopping to secure even a single i 
article of clothing rushed into the streets i 
that were covered with snow and slush.— i 
Those that were most prompt to escape ! 
from tho-ir threatened homes s;ot off with ' 
their lives ; but those nearer the spot where 
tho conflagration first commenced, and who 
were not prompt to escape from their hou- j 
ses, were met by a terrible scene. 
j 


The blazing oil that escaped from tha ' 


burning barrels ponred over into Ninth St. 
and cicwa to Federal, filling the entire ' 
street with a lake of Sre, and iauitioij the 
houses upou both sides of Ninth strtiot, for \ 
two squares, and carrying desolation into ' 
Washington, Ellsworth aud Federal streets ' 
both above and below Ninth street. 
I 


An eve witness, who waa upon tbe spot, ! 


as the oil poured out in the street, describes i 
the fierce body of flame as resembling a 
screw in its progress; it first whirled "up ' 
Ninth street, and then the fiery torreut! 
rushed down the street for a distance o f , 
two squares, and then back again at the

I with no covering but their night clothes, 
parents seeking for their children, and ter- 
rified little ones looking for cafety in the 
horrid turmoil, were ail dreadful enough ; 
but there were s!i!l more terrible scenes 
witnessed. 
Men, women and children were 


literally roasted alive in the street?. 


Captain Joseph n. Ware occupied the 


dwelling No 112-8 Ninth street, the second 
house below the coal yard already described 
His family consisted of himself, wife, five 
daughters and two sous. 
They al! got into 


the street just as they left their beds, and 
there they found themselves in a river of 
fire. The family became scattered. 
Mrs. 


Ware ha a her youngest child, a girl of about 
five years of age. in her arms. 
She fell, 


and Lewis C. Williams, a member ol the 
MoyarnenMng Hose Company, made a des- 
perate efiort to iave them, 
fie hid hold of 


the unfortunate woman, but was compelled 
by the fierceness of the fiery blast to leave 
her to her fats aud seek safety for himself 
in flight. 
Mrs. Ware, her child, and a 


daughter about fifteen or sixteen years of 
age, were burned to death in the street and 
so horribly mutilated vhat their remains 
can only be identified by the peculiar cir- 
cumstances surrounding them. Captain 
Ware and his two sons escaped ; but three 
of the daughters are missing. 
Capt. Ware 


and hi* sons were badly burned. There 
were sis bodies in al! recoverad ; they were 
taken to the Second District Station llou^e. 
Three of the bodies have been recognised 
as belonging to the Ware family One, 
tbe body of a man supposed to be Mr James 
Gibbons, the proprietor of a dry goods store 
on No. 1133, South Ninth street. 
There 


is also a boy not yet recognized, and a man 
whose body was found !D Ninth Street, a 
fhort distance bulow Washington street.— 
A fragment of red cloth, resembling the 
lining of a fireman's coat, leads to the belief 
that the victim 
was* a fireman. 
It is 


thought there are persons who have perished 
and whose bodies aro buried under the 
ruins. 


A general alarm was struck upon the 


State House bell, and the firemen from all 
parts of the city hurried to the scene of the 
conflagration. 
The streets were in a fright- 


iul condition from the snow unrl rain that 
had fallen the evening previous, aud the 
firemen, after reaching the spot, could ac- 
complish nothing except the prevention of 
the spread of the flames. 


Nearly every house from Washington 


street to Federal, a distance of two squares 
is burned, with all their contents, nothing 
but the bare wall remaining this morning. 
The same scene of ruin is presented on 
Washington, Ellsworth and Federal streets, 
both above and below Ninth street. 
The 


entire cumber of buildings burned is about 
47.

is engaged in one most invaluable act of 
usefulness to our soldiers aud sailors of 
which, I think, few people are aware.'

It is well 
known that many soldiers and sailors or 
their families, having claims against 'the 
Government, for pensions, bounty, back- 
pay, &c, being ignorant of the proper 
means of approaching the authorities, aro 
often beset by city sharpers, purporting to 
be claim a^unts, who fleece them of nearly 
all the little pittance comiug to them. 
To 


ward off these sharks, the Commission h»s 
by authority of the Government, instituted 
agencies 
to- collect these monies for no-- 


thing. 
So that no soldier or sailor, or their 


families, need henceforth be robbed, unless^ 
they choose to be. 
The necessity of. this- 


humane step, on the part of the Commis- 
sion, is proved by tbe following. w«li au> 
thonticatud facts: 


A widow, to whom was due a'boanty of 


8100, employed a certain "Agent" to ob- 
tain it for her. 
Among the numerous- 


charees were S5 12 for crossing a river, 
on the opposite bank of whieh she lived •'. 
?5 12 for returning ; §5 ib? making out his 
declaration; 85 for mailing it; 85 for tak- 
ing a letter from the Post-office -, 85-for de- 
livering to her j and so on, until the rascal's 
bill of fees amounted to SS5j laavin» to tho- 
poor widow S15'oa* of Jicr §100! °A sol- 
dier who had been imprisoned at Richmond 
and to whom back-pay was due amounting 
toS300, employed an "Agent" in Washing^ 
ton city to collect it, and had to pay tha- 
fellow 8162 out of the SUOO. 


In one of our cities a firm charged a prii 


vate soldier S35 for collecting '838 ; al- 
though 
the papers were perfected and; 


needed only to be presented to the disburs- 
ing officer. 


Sudi villainies have been, and doubtlois- 


are still, practiced among the ignorant and 
unwary. 
The amount of good which tho 


Commission is doing in this respect, may, 
be judged from the fact that in their Clnim- 
Agency at Washington alone, under tba 
care of Mr. Abbott, they have, in' threo 
months, recovered for our soldiers and 
sailors 5144,000 of back pay, bounties, 
pensions, &c., without a cost to them of ona 
cent.
